“I hope some day to lead 
President Masaryk, of the Czecho- 
Slovaks, on a tour of Russia so 
that he may educate our people to 
the true standard of democracy.” 
Purpose of Her Visit. 

The cause to which Madame Bresh- 
skovskaya says she has devoted the 
rest of her life is the securing of 
financial agsistance for the four 
‘Tillion Russian orphans and the 
eight million illiterate people of that 
country.

Clothed With Extraordi- 
nary Authority, Arch- 
bishop Cerretti Reaches 
New York — Conferred 
With Wilson in Paris. 


New York, January 19.—Arch- 
bishop Bonaventure Cerretti, papal 
under-secretary of state and the 
highest vatican official ever to visit 
the United States, arrived here to- 
day on the transport Lapland. The 
Lapland carried 2,065 American sol- 
diers and just before the steamship 
headed up the North river the arch- 
bishop celebrated mass in the read- 
ing room which was crowded with 
officers and enlisted me 

Archbishop Cerretti’s cy ane to 
the United States has been a mat- 
ter of speculation since announce- 
ment of his proposed visit made 
last fall and it is said he is clothed 
with extraordinary authority from 
the vatican. Before embarking from 
.America the archbishop conferred 
with President Wilson in Paris, In- 
terest in the visit is increased by 
the belief that he brings with him 
the official announcement of the 
pope’s selection for a successor to 
the late Cardinal Farley as arch- 
bishop of New York. 

Statement by Envoy. 

Archbishop Cerretti, through his 
secretary, the Reverend Dr. Roderick 
Maceachen, of the Catholic univer- 
sity, of Washington, gave out the 
following: 

“Tl am happy indeed to be back 
again in America. It is like coming 
home. Here in this country I spent 
some of the happiest years of my 
life. 

“IT am especially glad to be here 
because my mission brings me to 
my much venerated friend, Cardinal 
Gibbons. I have come to represent 
the person of the holy father at 
the celebration of his golden epis- 
copal jubilee. Before leaving Rome 
I asked the holy father what I 
should say to the Americans for 
him. 

“*Tell them,’ he said, ‘that I love 
and adore them. Tell them that I 
love their ardor and their spirit. 
Tell them that I am in full accord 
with their noble ideals and their 
high principles of freedom and 
justice.’ 


“In Paris I had the pleasure of 
meeting President Wilson. He was 


very kind and simple in his manner. 
As the European press said, it was 
a historic day when the head of 
the great American republic met 
the head of the old democratie in- 
stitution founded by Christ nineteen 
centuries ago. America is looked 
upon today as the hope of the world. 
May God bless and prosper this good 
people,”

BEARING A TITLE 
AT PEACE TABLE 


Paris, January 19.—Among the 
scores of statesmen who sat at the 
peace table Saturday there was only 
one who bore a title of nobility— 
Baron Sonnino, the Italian foreign 
minister. The cosmopolitan char- 
acter of the gathering was no less 
striking than its atmosphere of 
democracy. There were gathered at 
the table emissaries from Arabia, 
maharajahs from India, representa- 
tives of China and Siam, and min- 
gled with them were men from South 
Africa and Australia and every 
quarter of the old and new world. 

Premier Lloyd George, of Great 
Britain, demonstrated his command 
of the French language during the 
first session of the peace congress. 
In his address seconding President 
Wilson’s speech nominating Premier 
Clemenceau as president of the con- 
gress, Premier Lloyd referred to the 
venerable French statesman as the 
“grand young man of France.” In- 
side the great horse-shoe sat Lieu- 
tenant Mantoux, who has been de- 
scribed as one of the world’s great- 
est interpreters.

George’s address he construed the 
phrase quoted to “the grand old 
man of France.” The British premier 
at once protested against the trans- 
lation, which was changed amid the 
laughter of the delegates.

Jules Vedrines, Aviator, 
Accomplishes Feat at 
Paris — He Intends to 
Fly Around the World. 


Paris, January 19.—Jules Vedrines, 
the aviator, today won a prize of 
25,000 francs for being the first air- 
man to land on the roof of a house 
during a flight. 

Vedrines left Issy-les-Moulineaux 
at 1:20 o’clock this afternoon not- 
withstanding a thick fog, with the 
purpose of attempting a landing on 
the roof of the Galleres LaFayette, 
a large department store near the St. 
Lazare station. ‘The roof, which is 
wide and long, and without obstruc- 
tions on it, has previously been

PRISONERS RETURNED, 
ONLY 10 BE EXECUTED 


Viadivostok, January 19.—Of the 
prisoners who “were released from 
jail at Omsk as the result of an 
abortive Bolshevik plot late in De- 
cember nine of those who vofun- 
traily returned were killed by the 
military without the knowledge of 
Admiral Kolchak, the supreme 
governor of the Omsk government, 
or of his ministers, according to 
information that has just come to 
light. 


The motive of the executions is 
obscure, but the inclusion among 
the nine victims of several impor- 
tant members of the constituent 
assembly, prominent journalists 
and public leaders points, in the 
minds of many, to the use of Bol- 
shevik methods of intimidation and 
suppression of the idea of a con- 
stituent assembly. 

When the jail was opened on 
the night of December 22, the po- 
litical ek agg So at first refused to 
leave their cells, and it is said they 
were threatened with being shot if 
they persisted. They were told, it 
is reported, that the authority of 
Omsk had been seized by the Bol- 
sheviki. 

The following day when it be- 
came clear that the plot had failed 
the government issued a proclama- 
tion uring those who had been re- 
leased to return to prison under 
pain of court-martial. The mili- 
tary authorities and the minister of 
justice appealed to the relatives of 
the men released advising their im- 
mediate Pog gg Beh the fugitives 
were brought . ce by their 
wives, nd ong voy ly acquaintances. 

At 3 o'clock in the morning of 
December 24 an automobile stopped 
at the jail and took away nine of 
the prisoners. All of these have 
since completely disappeared. When 
the facts became known to the 
council of ministers the supreme 
ruler, Admiral Kolchak, sent a spe- 
cial detachment of soldiers to guard 
the prison.

The ~tath of Dr. Karl Liebknecht 
and Rosa Luxemburg appéar to have 
made a deep impression in provincial 
towns and to have led to demonstra- 
tions and street fighting, it is re- 
ported. 

At Leipsic a mob is said to have 
destroyed the election bureau of the 
democratic party and to have con- 
fiscated the evening editions of The 
Leipsic Tageblatt, Zeitung and Gen- 
eral Gazette, compelling those pa- 
pers to’ publish a declaration de- 
ploring the “murders in Berlin” and 
blaming the government for them. 
Strikes and demonstrations are re- 
ported in Dusseldorff and other 
towns.

Amsterdam, ‘January 19.—Four 
Spartacan leaders who were arrest- 
ed during the recent disorder in 
Spandau were shot and killed by 
escorting troops when they tried to 
escape on Friday night.

GERMAN RADICALS 


CONTINUE ACTIVE. 
Berlin, January 19.—The Sparta- 


cans continue to show their heads 
outside the capital. The redicals 
have seized all the Bourgeois papers 
in Dusseldorf, and wrecked the 
Central bureaus of the clerical and 
democratic parties and burned their 
campaign literature. The soldiers 
and workmen’s council of Dussel- 
dorf ordered ‘schools and theaters 
closed as a symbol! of mourning for 
Dr. Karl Liebknecht and Rosa Lux- 
emburg. The council also has an- 


nounced that it will support a gen- 
eral strike, 

Disturbances have occurred at 
Breslau and at Blankenburg in the 
Hartz mountains and also at Allen- 
stein in East Prussia, where cam- 
paign meetings resulted in rioting. 

Gustave Noske, head of the gov- 
ernment police, calling attention to 
a previous order forbidding street 
gatherings, has issued a new order 
reminding the troops of their duty 
in the protection of citizens. 

“No soldier can be excused of fail- 
ure to perform his duty if he has not 
in the cases herein specified made 
timely and adequate use of his 
weapons to attain the purpose set 
forth,” says a paragraph of the new 
order. 

It will be recalled that an order 
couched in similar terms and issued 
by Police President von Jagow in 
1913 provoked bitter attacks from 
the socialist press.

PANAMA IS OFFENDED 
BY AMERICAN GENERAL 


Washington, January 19.—In ac- 
cordance with a resolution passed 
yesterday by the Panama national 
assembly, the Panama legation here 


was instructed today by its govern- 
ment to call the attention of the 
state department to the assembly’s 
recent protest against statements re- 
garding vice conditions in the cities 
of Panama and Colon made last No- 
vember 11 by Brigadier General 
Blackford, commanding American 
troops in the canal zone. 

The legation was directed to

DESERTER KILLS 
IAGKSON SHERIFF 


Cliff Barber Dies Instant- | ——— 
ly From Pistol Wound. 
Assailant Hollis Landers 


Still at Large—Posse on 
His Trail. 


Jefferson, Ga., January 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Sheriff Cliff Barber, of Jack- 
son county, was shot and instantly 
killed tonight by Hollis Landers, a)- 
leged deserter from Camp Wheeler, 
Macon, Ga. 

The homicide occurred at the home 
of. Landers, which is located half 
way between this city and Winder. 
Landers made good his escape and 
at a late hour tonight had not been 
apprehended, although a large posse 
is on his-trial. 

Sheriff Barber, accompanied by 
Deputy Sheriff Ned Prendergast, 
also of this city, left here early to- 
night for the Landers home with a 
bench warrant, charging the lat- 
ter with stealing an automobile. 

The sheriff went to the back door 
of the Landers home and the deputy 
to the front. The latter demanded 
admittance. There was a scurrying 
of feet and Landers tried to escape 
through the rear door. 

There were no eyewitnesses to 
the shooting, but it is said that 
Sheriff Barber grappled with Lan- 
ders as he emerged from the house, 
the latter drawing his gun and 
shooting the sheriff, killing him al- 
most instantly. Landers immedi- 
ately made his escape in the dark- 
ness and when the deputy ran to 
the back of the house no trace of 
the alleged murderer could be seen. 

Scott Jackson, special officer from 
Commerce, the chief of police of 
Winder, Ga., and Deputy Sheriff 
Prendergast immediately assembled 
@ posse and went om search of Lan- 
ders. 

Immediately after the shooting 
news was received that Landers was 
a deserter from the army, being sta- 
tioned at Camp Wheeler, Ga., and 
being home without leave. He wore 
part of his uniform at the time of 
the shooting. 

The dead sheriff was one of the 
most popular men in Jackson coun- 
ty and:had made a most efficient 
officer. Feeling ts running high 
in this community as the result of 
the killing. 

The victim is survived by his 
bride, who was Miss Gussie Carson.. 
of Commerce, and two sisters, Mrs. 
Hubert Telford, of Lee street, At- 
lanta, Ga., and a sister who was 
Miss Rosa Barber, but is now mar- 
ried and residing at Ortando, Fla. 


If He Is Tried for War 
Crimes — French Jurists 
Hold Him Responsible, 
and Urge Trial. 


Paris, .January: 18.—Some points 
in the report to which Premier Clem- 
enceau referred yesterday when he 
said he had consulted two eminent 
jurigts on the penal responsibility 
of the former German’ emperor, 
were made public today. The re- 
port was drawn up by Ferdinand 
Larnaude, dean of the Paris law 
faculty, and Dr. A. G. De Lapradelle, 
professor of rights of nations in 
the same faculty. ; 

The object of the inquiry was to 
investigate from a purely juridical 
point of view if the crimes commit- 
ted by the German government and 
army involved the penal respon- 
sibility of the former German em- 
peror, what tribunal should judge 
him and whether his extradition 
could be demanded. 


Trial Tribunal Urged. 


The authors of the report give a 
long argument against bringing the 
ex-emperor before a trifunal of com- 
mon law, because his will command- 
ed, but his hand did not execute. 
They say that he was not the prin- 
cipal offender and that therefore 
he could only be punished as an ac- 
complice. An international trib- 
unal consequently must be found. 
They consider The Hague arbitra- 
tion court founded at the 1899 con- 
ference incompetent to try him, as 
t-a court was meant for cases where 


no penalty is to be applied. They } 


argue that an entirely new jurisdic- 
tion be created, which should. be the 
first instrument of a league of na- 
tions and in which should appear 
exclusively the states which fought 
Germany. 

The two French jurists prove that 
the extradition of the former Ger- 
man ruler can not be refused, as 
he is not a political refugee. The 
report says: 

“It is anti-juridical to assimilate 
war with conspiracy. Crimes of war 
are crimes of public law and inter- 
national law, not political crimes.” 

The authors of the report com- 
mence by establishing that no pen- 
alty is possible against a nation any 
more than against a company, but 
that the manager or director of a 
company can be punished. 


On God and Sword. 


“The emperor in the first place,” 
says the report, “as king of Prussia 
is president of the confederation by 
virtue of a special law in which 
human will does not enter. The 
German sovereign depends only on 
God and the sword. With such a 
conception of power it would be un- 
juridical to the highest degree to 
allow the emperor to escape respon- 
sibility for his actions; his respon- 
sibility for the war for which, un- 
der the constitution, the decision be- 
longed to him Alone; his responsi- 
bility for violation of Belgian neu- 
trality. which was willed by him:

BIG VICTORY LOAN 
PROBABLE IN APRIL 


It Will Be the Last War 
Drive, Says Secretary, 
Glass — Amount Not 
Over _  $6,000,000,000. 


Higher Interest Rate Is 
Likely. 


Washington, January 19.—Only | 
one more big war loan drive is | 
planned by the treasury depart- 
ment, Secretary Glass said today. | 
This will be the Victory Loan, to 
be floated probably the last three 
weeks in April. The amount will 
not be more than $6,000,000,000 and 
may be $5,000,000,000. 

“I expect the Victory Liberty | 
Loan to be the last intensive cam- 
paign for the sale of government 
bonds,” said Mr. Glass. “Reports 
that there would be two more bond 
issues this year aggregating $12,- 
000,000,000 are entirely without 
foundation not only as to amount, 
but also as regards the number of 
campaigns” 

More bonds probably will be is- 
sued by the government even after 
the next campaign, but it is planned 
to market these quietly through 
banks and other financial institu- 
tions, without the usual campaign 
of advertising and soliciting. The 
amount of securities to be sold in 
this manner will not be determned 
for months, nutil the treasury gets 
a more definite idea of the volume 
of expenses growing out of liquli- 
dating of war contracts, the allies’ 
needs for future loans, and the de- 
mands arising from continuing the 
policy of making loans to railroads, 
financing the next wheat crop, con- 
tinuing shipbuilding and other in- 
ternal obligations. 

One result of Secretary Glass’ an- 
nouncement that the next intensive 


loan campaign would be the last is 
that Liberty Loan organizations 


throughout the country will make 
this a big selling point in the 
campaign. Citizens will be urged 
to do their utmost on the plea that 
it probably will be the last oppor- 
tunity to make loans to the g»v- 
ernment for war purposes. 

The misapprehension regarding 
the number and amount of remain- 
ing loans may arise, treasury off:- 
cials explained: today, over the fact 
that the treasury had planned to 
ficat two loan’ désues aggregating 

$12,000,000,000 this. fiscal} 
The fiscal year began last 
July 1, however, and ends next 
June 30, and the fourth Liberty 
Loan of.nearly $7,000,000,000 al- 
ready has been floated in that 
period. 

Most treasury officials believe 
that the terms of the fifth, or Vic- 
tory Loan, will have to be made 


more attractive than those of the 
past, either by raising the interest 
rate above 4% per cent, or by some 
other means.

GENERALLY REJECTED

And Also the Theory of 
International Police 
Force — No Nation to 
Disarm Until It Is Seen 
Whether or Not the 
League Works. 


Paris, January 19.—Callers at the 
Paris white house today were Sen- 
ator Leon Bourgeois, the league of 
nations specialist on the French 
peace delegation; Lord Robert Ce- 
cil, who occupies a similar post for 
the British, and General Jan Chris- 
tian Smuts, the South African lead- 
er, who also has a plan for a so- 
ciety of nations. 

President Wilson thus had an op- 
portunity to discuss the French and 
British viewpoints on this question 
and to get further ahead with the 
work of reconciling the different 
projects with his own ideas. 

The plans for a league of nations 
have been reduced to very definite 
form. The general indications are 
that the statesmen of the principal 
nations are steadily drawing to- 
gether on a structure which will 
have the support of all, the informal 
discussions having brought the com- 
munity of ideas to a point where it 
may reasonably be expected soon to 
appear on paper. 

It is understood that the genera! 
plan which is now most approved 
in substance by all the parties con- 
cerned rejects the theory of the 
super-sovereignty of an seat ta 
al police force. 

Disarmament Question. 

It also contemplates the working 
out, as the development of the 
league progresses, of the most deli- 
cate question of all—disarma- 
ment—which particularly affects 
the British navy. The same prin- 
ciple, it is proposed, shall apply to 
the other nations associated in the 
war against Germany. 

This idea is founded on the argu- 
ment that no nation would: dispose 
of instruments ‘by which it ‘expects 
to defend itself until ft. _bas heen 
demonstrated t@t.the forces pro- 
posed as a substitute will be effi<”™ 
‘cient. 

In the opinion of international 
lawyers such decisions will remove 
from actual settlement by the peace 
conference, at this sitting at least, 
many questions on which complete 
agreement might not be expected 
now, but upon which full accord 
seems probable as the development 
of the plans for a league of nations 
advance. 

Such a plan will delegate to va- 
rious commissions and committees 
detailed problems which shall be 


“ reported with recommendations tu 


‘tthe league itself. The probability 
of such a plan being adopted justi- 
fies previous forecasts that the 
principal accomplishments of the 
peace conference as it now sits in 
Paris will be agreement on broad 
general principles, leaving the de- 
tails to be applied in accord here- 
with and the making of a prelimi- 
nary peace which will return the 
world at the earliest moment pos- 
sible to its normal status. 


ALLIED COUNCIL 
WILL CONSIDER 
RUSS SITUATION © 


Paris, January 19.—The machinery 
of the peace conference set in motion 
formally on the anniversary of the 
treaty of Paris called forth from the 
Paris newspapers descriptive con- 
trasts of the military character of 
the Prussian victory with the demo- 
cratic nature displayed yesterday 
without formality or military pomp. 

The conference to all outward ap- 
pearances rested tc 1y. Tomorrow 
morning the plenipotentiaries of tha 
five principal powers will meet te 
continue the informal deliberations 
which they abandoned on Friday. Ne 
date has been set for the next plen- 
ary meeting. 

President Poincare’s dictum “you 
hold in your hands the future of the 
world” seems to have captivated all 
the French journals which printed 
it in large headlines while President 
Wilson is seen’ to occupy the most 
important role. 

In the effusive descriptions of the 
session, President Poincare’s tribute 
to the part played by the United 
States in the war is given much dis- 
play. Le Matin sub-headed its ar- 
ticle “To Save Civilization.” 

To Take Up Russia, 

When the delegates of the five 
great powers meet tomorrow in Ste- 
phen Pichon’s office the foreign 
minister will transfer the presi- 
dency which he has hitherto exer- 
cised at these meetings to Premier 
Clemenceau. This meeting will oc- 
cupy the whole day, being interrupt- 
ed only by a luncheon given by the 
senate in honor of President Wilson, 

The object of the discussion at the 
meeting will be an examination of 
the situation in Russia.

Meantime the peace conference it- 
self may concentrate its attention 
on other questions, sopetieuy a 
league of nations which M. Cleman- 
ceau in his address said would be 
first in order. 

The method thus adopted is ex- 
ected to advance rather than to de- 
ay action on the most important 

questions. 

The nations composing the su- 
preme council, according to the 
regulations, are to take part in all 
the sittings, while the other nations 
are to be represented only when 
questions in which they are especial- 
ly interested are discussed, 

Question of Eetiquette. 

The conference has solved the 
delicate question of etiquette in se- 
lecting four vice presidents, who are 
to preside in turn in the absence of 
M. Clemenceau, Secretary of State 
Lansing has been chosen to act in 
this capacity for the United Stetes 
delegation, which will leave Presi- 
dent Wilson free to come and go at 
will on the floor of the conference 
and it was said today, even to leave 
for the United States without sac- 
rificing any advantage to America. 

Pending the call for the next ses- 
sion of the conference, which has 
been adjourned without date, the 
supreme council will meet tomorrow

RULES ADOPTED 
FOR PROCEEDINGS 
OF PEACE MEETING 


Paris, January 19.—Following are 
the peace conference delegations, 


which were made publi ctoday: ~ 
Section 1—The conference assem- 


bled to fix the conditions of peace, 


first in the preliminaries of peace, 
and then in the definite treaty of 
peace, shall include the representa- 
tives of the belligerent allied and 
associated powers. 

he belligerent powers with gen- 
eral interests, the. United States of 
America, the British empire, France, 
Italy and Japan, shall take part in 
all meetings and commissions. 

The belligerent powers with par- 
ticular interests, Belgium, Brazil, 
the British dominions and India, 
China, Cuba, Greece, Guatemala, 
Haiti, Hedjaz, Honduras, liberia, 
Nicaragua, Panama, Poland, Portu- 
gal, Rumania, Serbia, Siam and the 
Czecho-Slovak republic, shall take 
part in the sittings at which ques- 
tions concerning them are discussed. 

The powers in a state of diplo- 
matic rupture with the enemy pow- 
ers, Bolivia, Ecuador, Peru and Uru- 
guay, shall take part in the sittings 
at which questions concerning 
them are discussed. 

The neutral powers and states in 
process of formation may be heard 
either orally or in weiteee when 
summoned by the powers with gen- 
eral interests at sittings devoted es- 
pecially to the examination of queés- 
tions directly concerning them, but 
only so far as these questions are 
concerned, 

Section 2—The powers shall be 
represented by plenipotentiary del- 
egates to the number of: Five for 
the United States of Ameirca, the 
British empire, France, Italy and 
Japan; three for Belgium, Brazil and 
Serbia; two for China, Greece, 
Hedjaz, Poland, Portugal, Ru- 
mania, Siam and the Czeco-Slo- 
vak republic: one for Cuba, Guta- 
mala, Haiti, Honduras, Liberia, Nic- 
aragua and Panama; one for Bo- 
livia, Peuador, Peru and Uruguay, 

The British dominions and India 
shall be represented as follows: 
Two delegates each for Australia, 
Canada, South Africa and India, in- 
cluding the native states; one dele- 
gate for New Zealand. 

Although the number of delegates 
may not exceed the figures above 
mentioned, each delegation has the 
right to avail itself of the panel 
system.

Section 5—The conference will be 
declared open by the president of 
the French republic. The president 
of the council of French ministers 
will be invested temporarily with 
the chairmanship immediately after 
this. (M. Clemenceau has since 
been elected permanent chairman 
of the conference.) A committee 
composed of one plenipotentiary of 
each of the great allied or associat~- 
ed powers shall proceed at once to 
the authentication of the creden. 
tials of al] the members present, 

Section 6—In the course of the 
first meeting the conference will] 
proceed to appoint a permanent 
president and four vice presidents 
chosen from the plenipotentiaries of 
_ great powers in alphabetical or- 

er. 

Section 7—A secretariat, appoint- 
ed from outside the plenipotenti- 
aries, composed of one representa- 
tive of the United States of Amer- 
ica, one of the British empire, one 
of France, one of Italy and one of 
Japan will be submitted to the ap- 
proval of the conference by the pres- 
ident, who will be the controlling 
authority responsible for its opera- 
tions, 

This secretariat will be intrusted 
with the care of drafting the proto- 
cols of the meeting, of classifying 
the archives, of providing for the 
administration and organization of 
the conference and generally of in- 
suring the regular and punctual 
working of the service entrusted to 
it. The head of the secretariat 
shal] have charge of and be respon- 
sible for the protocols and archives, 

The archives will always be open 
to the members of the conference, 

Section 8—The publicity of the 
proceedings shall be insured by of- 
ficial communiques prepared by the 
secretariat and made public. In case 
of disagreement as to the drafting 
of these communiques, the matter 
shall be referred to the principal 
plenipotenrtiaries or their representa- 
tives. 

Section 9—Reserved. 

Section 10—-All documents intend- 
ed for inclusion in the protocols 
must be handed in in writing by 
the plenipotentiaries presenting 
them. No document of a proposi- 
tion may be submitted save by one 
of the plenipotentiaries or in his 
name. 

Section 11—Plenipotentiaries wish- 
ing to make a proposal not connect- 
ed with the question on the agenda 
or not arising from the discussion 
shall give notice of the same twen- 
ty-four hours in advance, in order 
to facilitate the discussions, How- 
ever, exceptions can be made to this 
rule in the case of amendments or 
secondary questions, but not in the 
case of substantive proposals. 

In Regard to Petitions, 

Section 12—Petitions, memoranda, 
observations or documents forward- 
ed to the conference by any persons 
other than plenipotentiaries must 
be received and classified by the 
secretariat. Such of these commu- 
nications as &re just political will 
be briefly summarized in a line to 
be distributed to all the plenipoten- 
tiaries. This list will be pte up-to- 
date as analogous communications 
are received. All such documents 
will be Geposited in the archives. 

Section 18—The discussion of the 
question to be decided will comprise 
a first and second reading, The first 
will consist of the general subject, 
with the object of obtaining an 
agreement on matters of impor- 
tance. Subsequently there will be 
@& second reading for a more de- 
tailed examination. 

Section 14—The plenipotentidries 
shall have the right, subject to the 
agreement with the conference, to 
authorize their technical delegates 
to submit technical explanations on 
queen points as may be deemed law- 

ul, 
If the conference thinks advisable 
the technical examinations of any 
particular question may be entrust- 
ed to a committee of technical dele- 
gates, whose duty will be to report 
and suggest solutions. 

Section 15—The protocols drawn 
up by the secretariat shall be print- 
ed and distributed in proof to the 
delegates in the shortest possible 
time. 
conference the communications thus 
made in advance shall take the 
place of the reading of the proto- 
cols at the beginning of each meet- 
ing. If no alteration is proposed 
by the plenipotentaries the text 
shall be deemed approved and en- 
tered in the archives, 

If any alteration is proposed, its 
text shall be ready by the president 
at the beginning of the followin 
meeting. In any’ case, the protoco 
must be read out in full at the re- 
quest of any plenipotentiary. 

Section 16—A committee shall be 
fotmed for drafting the resolutions 
adopted. This committee shall con.- 
cern itself only with questions 
which have been decided, Itg sole 
duty shall be to draw up the text 
of the decision adopted and to pre- 
sent it for the approval of the con- 
ference. 

It shall be composed of five mem- 
bers not forming part of the plen- 
ipotentiary delegates and composed 
of one representative of the United 
States of America, one of the British 
empire, one of France, one of Italy 
and one of Japan.

GERMANS STICK 
70 WILSON PLAN. 


ndon, January 19.—A German 
wireless dispatch received here to- 
day announcing the formation of a 
German delegation to attend the 
peace conference in Paris says the 
delegation will confer regarding the 
formation of a new Germany. The 
government in discussing the ques- 
tion has agreed that everything 
must be done to carry out the stip- 
ulations within the limitations of 
President Wilson’s program and the 
delegation must decline demands 
exceeding that program. 

After giving the points as wired 
from Paris, e dispatch says the 
delegation will have to support an 
immediate mutual arrangement 
based on justice for imports of raw 
materials and foodstutfs and alsv 
strive to provide for a future eco- 
nomic rapprochement with the 
nations on conditions as far as pos. 
sible equitable. 

The dispatch concludes by saying 
that the attention of the German 
representatives had been drawn 
finally to the establishment of a 
league of nations in the apirit of 
President Wilson's proposals and 
also in connection therewith to the 
setting up of an international court 
of arbitration because only by this 
means can a state of lasting peace 
be guaranteed. 


ARABS SEEKING 
REPRESENTATION. 


Paris, January 19%.—Jlrince Feisal, 
a son of the King of the Hedjas in 
Arabia, is in Paris awaiting instruc- 
tions from his father concerning the 
appointment of two delegates to 
represent the Hedjas kingdom at 
the peace conference. Colonel] Law- 
rence, who accompanies the young 
prince as aide, expects Feisal him- 
self will be chosen as the first dele- 
gate in order to give greater weight 
to the important proposition to be 
submitted to the peace conference. 

This proposal would provide for 
the formation of a great federation 
of all the Arab states from the Red 
sea to the Persian gulf, free from 
any Turkish domination and under 
the protection of the United States. 

“The Arabs of this most ancient 
race,” gaid Prince Feisal, using 
Colonel Lawrence as interpreter, 
“desire to become the youngest in- 
dependent state in Asia and they 
appeal to America as the most pow- 
ertul protector of the freedom of 
man,”

Decatur, Ga., January 19.—(Spe-

“No district of tHe size of Turkey 
oan remain ungoverned in the midst 
of civilized nations. Government 
for this is one of the tasks of the 
league of nations. 

“Now that almost every nation 
in turn has foolishly or selfishly 
helped to keep the Turk alive as a 
nation, don’t let the United States 
through. mistaken sentiment or for 
the sake of a little argument fall 
into the game error, 

“Turkey is not reformable. Her 
vitality is exhausted. She is. not 
sick; she ig just integrated and 
passed away. The skeleton may 
still make some motions, but it is 
rate d the wind that is moving the 
limbs. There is no _ heart left 
through which the red blood of hu- 
manity can flow.”

New York, January 19.—Belief 
that he was about to be robbed for 
the third time by hold-up men raid- 
ing a crap game, prompted Arnold 
Rothstein to shoot two of eight po- 
licemeh who descended early this 
morning on a game in which he was 
participating, according to the story 
the police said he told after his ar- 
rest on charges of gambling, felon- 
ious assault and carrying concealed 
weapons.

DEMANDS OF LABOR 


AT PEACE CONFERENCE 


Paris, January 19.—The possibility 
that the demand for labor in debt. 
crushed European countries. may 
cauge a slackening of the laws for 
the protection of workers will be 
the starting point of the considera- 
tion of the subject of internationa) 
labor, which was placed yesterday 
on the conference program after re. 
sponsibility for the war and punish- 
ment of the crimes committed dur- 
ing hostilities. 

The conference, recognizing the 
interdependence of al} nations, will, 
it is learned, base its discussion 
of the subject on the work of the 
Leeds labor conference in July, 1916, 
which approved the resolution in- 
Leon Jouhaux, then sec- 
retary of the French Federation of 
Labor, declaring that the peace 
treaty should “insure to the labor 
classes of every country free from 
international capitalistic competi- 
tion, a minimum of moral and mate- 
rial guarantees relative to the fol- 
lowing points: 

“Right of employment, right of 
labor organization, change of resi- 
dence, social insuranecé,. proper -hy- 
gienic conditions, security of Jabor, 
freedom to work in any country 
where employment is available un- 
der equal conditions’ with its citi- 
zens, institution in all countries of 
sickness, accident, unemployment 
and old age insurance, prohibition of 
labor by children under 14 years, 
prohibition of night work for wom- 
en and for adolescents under 18, 
broadening of legislation to insure 
the health and safety of workers 
and the creation of both national 
and international bodies to study, 
codify and interpret laws affecting 
labor conditions.” 

This program, communicated 
through the Scandinavian § trades 
union at Berne, in October, 1917, to 
the representatives of labor or- 
ganizations in Germany, Austria, 
Hungary, Bohemia, Bulgaria, Den- 
mark, Sweden, Holland and Switzer- 
land, was approved by all of them. 

It is recalled that the American 
Federation of Labor voted for por- 
tions of this program at Buffalo 
and that the statement of the war 
aims of the British labor party con- 
templated an international labor 
council with similar objects. 

In some points the program to be 
submitted to the peace conference 
approaches that of the international 
socialist conference which is to meet 
next week at Berne, but unlike that 
of the socialists, it is confined to 
remedial measures applied to spe- 
cific problems, 


LABOR REGRETS DEATH 
OF DR. LIEBKNECH1 


New York, January 19.—Resolu- 
tions expressing sorrow at the death 
of Kar! Liebknecht, leader of the 
Spartacus group of socialists in Ger- 
many, who was recently killed in 
Berlin, were adopted at the closing 
of the Jewish Labor congress here 
today. 

Other resolutions called for the 
withdrawal of allied troops from 
Russia, and for representation of 
Russia at the peace conference. 

The congress unanimously voted 
to protest in congress against bills 
which would prohibit immigration to 
this country for a period of years, 
Resolutions calling on the govern- 
ment to suspend the provisions of 
the espionage law and for amnesty 
for all political prisoners were also 
adopted. 

Another resolution urged that Pal- 
estine be declared a ‘free, indepen- 
dent republic,” with no_ special 
rights for any nationality and equal 
rights for all, and with international 
guarantees that the Jewish nation- 
ality shall enjoy “free development 
and unhindered national life." 


Boston, January 9.—Two thonsand 
people at a labor defense league 
conference here today stood for one 
minute as a “silent tribute” to the 
memory of Karl Liebknecht and 
Rosa Luxemburg, the German Spar- 
tacan leaders, 

The meeting adopted a resolution, 
copies of which will be sent to Pres- 
ident Wilson, Secretary of Labor 
Wilson and the clerk of the United 
States supreme court useing that 
pelitical prisoners be liberated. 


MEMBER IS SOUGHT 
FOR RESERVE BOARD 


Washington, January 19.—To fill 
the vacancy in membership of the 
federal reserve board caused by the 
resignation of Frederick A. Delano 
last July. the treasury still is hunt- 
ing for an available man, preferablv 
a business man from the middle 
west and a republican, it was stated 
today. Frederick H. Goff, Cleveland 
banker, and Thomas D. Jones, Chi- 
cago, president of a zine company, 
have been mentioned as. possible 
appointees. Mr. Jones was nomi- 
nated for membership on the board 
by President Wilson in 1914, but 
his appointment was not confirmed 
and his name was withdrawn. 

The departure of Albert Strauss, 
new member of the board, for Eu- 
rope as financial adviser of the 
peace commissioners, will teave 
only three members available for 
duties here. in addition to the sec- 
retary of the treasury and comp- 
troller of the currency, ex-officio 
members. Mr. Strauss will repre- 
sent only the treasury, and not the 
federal reserve board, in Europe, it 
was explained today. 


WILSON WILL VISIT 
U. S. BATTLEFIELDS 


Paris, January 19.—All arrange- 
ments have been made for President 
Wilson’s visit to the American bat- 
tlefields and to some of the devas- 
tated regions of northern France, 
but the time has not been fixed. The 
visits will depend wholly on the 
procedure of the peace conference 
and the turn of affairs in the meet- 
ings. 

President Wilson probably’ will 
travel by train, having army motor 
cars to meet him at different points 
for a tour of the region surround- 
ing the stopping places. 

It now appears the resident’s 
visit to Brussels will be deferred un- 
til he is ready te depart for home. 
One plan under consideration is for 
Mr. Wilson to leave Paris on a spe- 
cial train, which will carry the 
whole presidential party to the Bel- 
gian capital. From there the presi- 
dent will go direct to Calais without 
returning to Paris, crossing the 
English channel and sailing from 
some English port.

The flour was seiz- 
ed by the Bolsheviki when they 
controlled this territory.

They realize that 
Poland has, through the allied vic- 
tory, been given the priceless boon 
of liberty and that they will soon 
be able to enjoy its benefits, despite 
the many difficulties yet to be faced 
this winter. 

One of the most significant facts 
is that the prices of commodities 
are beginning to drop, just as they 
did in Prague last November with 
the inauguration of the Czecho- 
Slovak government. Subscriptions 
to the new loan amounted to 7,000,- 
900 marks the first day of the can- 
vass and are mounting hourly. 

Forgetting Old Differences. 

Even those parties which have 
not been entirely cemented by the 
efforts of Ignace Jan Paderewski, 
premier and foreign minister in the 
new coalition cabinet, who has ap- 
pealed to his countrymen to be Poles 
first and party men afterwards, are 
now forgetting their old differences. 
As an instance, the conservative 
parties of the three Polands met to- 
day and agreed to pull together in 
the future. The socialist parties, 
which united their differences in 
order to fight M. Paderewski are 
now divided with some settions de- 
claring for the Paderewski govern- 
ment. 

Considerable credit is being given 
to former Premier Moraczewski, 
wh@ upon the arrival of M. Paderew- 
ski from America, stated that he 
was willing to retire, as he felt that 
the latter was able to organize a 
common front against the Bolshe- 
vikiwithin and without the coun- 
try, and also to get help from the 
allies, and especially from the United 
States. M. Paderewski realizes bet- 
ter than any one else here that the 
United States will prove the best 
help to’ new Poland. Regarding 
Colonel Edward M. House, whom he 
knows well, M. Paderewski has said 
at a public meeting: 

“A monument should be built in 
every Polish town and village to 
Colonel House.” M. Paderewski is 
sending notice today of the forma- 
tion of the new ministry to the al- 
lies and to the state department at 
Washington. 

Credit to Paderewski. 

In view of the unsettled political 
conditions here, the public in gen- 
eral give especial eredit to M. Pad- 
erewski for his,personal victory in 
vercoming old feuds. It is worthy 
that the fact that he is an artist 
passed unnoted, it occurring to no- 
body to oppose him on that ground 
with the argument that he was 
therefore unfitted for a statesman’s 
job. He is known in Poland more as 
a patriot than as a man who be- 
came wealthy abroad through his in- 
dividual efforts. He and his wife 
are much beloved for their kindly 
characters and their charities since 
their arrival here. 

Both M. Paderewski and his wife 
have worked night and day, travel- 
ing, seeing callers and delegations 
and attending public functions. It 
was a common sight for the corre- 
spondent to see M. Paderewski in 
the early hours of the morning be- 
fore he had gone to bed. Then, after 
sleeping a few hours, he was: up 
again seeing politicians and beg- 
ging them, for the love of Poland, to 
help him. His greatest task was to 
handle General Joseph Pilsudski, 
the military head of the country, 
who wished to permit M. Paderew- 
to form a new ministry, but

_Macon, Ge., January 19.—(Spe- 
cialj—Miss Evelyn Williams, rep- 
resenting the Fosdick commission 
in acon, has lodged complaint 
with the mayor and council that she 
is not getting thé proper co-opera- 
tion from the police department in 
her campaign here against vice. 

According to Miss Williams, who 
says she has a complete list of all 
boarding houses, hotels and resi- 
dences where lewd women are 
housed, the police have let up in 
their campaign of suppression since 
the hostilities with Germany ceased 
and conditions have gone from bad 
to worse. 

“There are between three and four 
hundred women in Macon regularly 
Plying their illegal profession,” de- 
clares Miss Williams, “and little, if 
any effort, is being put forth to 
stop them, other than that being 
given by the military police.” I 
have received a report that there 
are fourteen women housed in one 
house en Broadway.” 

Miss Williams’ statement that 
theerare three or four hundred of 
the women in Macon, most of whom 
walk the streets a good portion of 
the time without interference from 
the police, has not impressed the 
members of the Macon civil service 
commission seriously. 

W. B. Chapman, chairman of the 
commission, says he thinks Missa 
Williams is mistaken, and he does 
not believe conditions are any 
worse here than they have been 
for some time, nor are they any 
worse than in other cities.

Another interesting feature of the

This letter from the power com- 
pany addressed to council, asking 
that the company be allowed the 
privilege of putting the merits of 
its case on the rate question before 
ihe assembled city fathers, was re- 
ferred to the 1919 council on De- 
cember 12 last, and a second letter 
from the war labor wpoard, which 
recommended an increase in street 
car fares for the Georgia Railway 
and Power company, was at the 
same time tabled.

“The Doughnut Girl,” who fol- 
lowed the ammunitiin train of the 
first division, which was the first 
to enter the front lines and which 
has been named the “Suicide Out- 
fit,” from Lorraine to Verdun, be- 
gan her discourse by telling the de- 
tails connected with the serving of 
the first doughnut to an American 
just before the division was ordered 
to the front. 

“Among the ruins of a wrecked 
village we cooked the first dough- 
nut and handed it to an American 
boy,” said the speaker. “And you 
cannot guess what the doughboy 
told us after he had swallowed it 
with one gulp. He said, ‘If this is 
war let it continue.” It had been 
raining for weeks, the fires would 
not burn and we only made seven 


doughnuts in the first batch. There 
were seven hundred men waiting 
for them when they were finished. 

Represen American Women. 

“We not only made doughnuts for 
home, but we tried to represent to 
the soldier the great army of Amer- 
ican women left at home. We were 
the last to bid them good-bye as 
they went over the top and we 
waited and prayed until they came 
back. .Then we went into the hos- 
pital with our baskets of doughnuts 
and served those who could eat and 
washed the mud and blood from the 
wounded and moistened the lips of 
the dying. 

“Once, when the First division was 
ordered over the top, the general 
came to me and said, ‘We are going 
over. Eighty per cent of the men 
will never come back.’ The dough- 
boys laughed and said, ‘Have the 
hot chocolate and doughnuts ready, 
for we will want them when we get 
back.’ We cooked doughnuts and 
prayed while the battle raged, and 
when it Was over the general came 
back with the report that he had 
only lost twenty-five men and that 
he believed the chocolate and 
doughnuts had saved the day. The 
doughboys said that it was our 
prayers,” 

Halpin Makes Address. 

Staff Captain William 
who left the First division at St. 
Mihiel, was present and delivered 
an eloquent speech, picturing the 
bravery of the American soldier in 
service abroad and touching upon 
the work which the Salvation Army 
has done there.

Wearing the insignia of the Dixie 
division on his shoulder, two shin- 
ing wound stripes on his right arm, 
another gold stripe, signifying six 
months’ service in the .trenches of 
France, on his left arm, and with a 
trench cap set jauntily on his head, 
Thomas Gray, 13-year-old Alabama 
negro, the youngest veteran in the 
American army, was last night de- 
tained for a few minutes at. head- 
quarters of the city military police 
until he cattersoneeny explained his 
connection with Uncie Sam. 

The little negro, who is as black 
as the ace of spades, has been offi- 
cial mascot of several military or- 
ganizations of the regular army, the 
old national guard and colored units, 
being most recently of the Dixie 
division, part of which was mus- 
tered out at Camp Gordon only a 
week or 80 ago. 

“I’m wearing these two wound 


stripes,” he said, in response to ques- 
tions from Lieutenant John 4G. 
Hewitt, commander of the provost 
guard, “because I was wounded in 
the knee at Chateau Thierry by a 
flying fragment of German shrap- 
nel, and because I was later gassed.

“I was orderly at the time to Cap- 
tain Hall, of the machine gun bat- 
talion of the Twenty-third infantry,” 
he continued, “and our unit was in 
the front line trenches. The Huns

Two immense government atir- 
planes, unlike any ever seen in the 
city, will soar over Atlanta about 
noon today, and after the aviators 
have performed a few daring stunts 
in the big combat planes, they will 
land on the golf course at East Lake, 
where preparations will be made 
for their arrival. 

The planes will be piloted by Lieu- 
tenant H. Price and Lieutenant 
Munoz, former student at Georgia 
Tech, both of whom are stationed 
at Carlstrom Field, Arcadia, Fla., 
where they have been instructors 
for the last several months. They 
wired Lieutenant Charles B. Beads- 
ley, former Atlanta aviator, who 
was recently discharged from the 
service, Sunday that they were mak- 
ing a tour of the southern states 
under government ofders, and would 
arrive in the city Monday at noon, 
from Birmingham. 

However, the purpose of their trip 
to the city has not been, learned. 
Lieutenant Beadsley said Sunday 
night, that they were not coming to 
the city in connection with the mak- 
ing of air maps for the proposed air 
mail routes, the details of which are 
now being formulated by the gov- 
ernment. 

Lieutenant Munoz is well known 
in the city, and has a number of 
friends here.

Ocean 
freight rates are the subject of much 
discussion, but the. action of the 
shipping board in releasing requisi- 
tioned ships is expected to bring 
about gradually reduced rates in the 
carrying trade. The scrap market 
is exhibiting a generally dull tone 
with the possible exception of the 
west, where some activity is re- 
ported by consuming interests. 

There-has been no improvement 
in copper, an apparent deadlock ex- 
isting between producer and con- 
sumer. 

The market for lead is virtually 
dead, with a marked absence of in- 
quiries. Spelter is very weak and 
little interest is shown. Both of 
these markets are waiting for word 
as to governinrnt action on the sub- 
ject of contracts 

The tine market is nominal and 
featureless. 


PEACE CONDITION 
READJUSTMENT IS 
STILL BIG ITEM 


New York, January. 19.—Consider- 
able interest attached to the further 
adjustment of peace conditions dur- 
ing the week, as demonstrated by 
events in the steel, copper and tex- 
tile industries, and the reported in- 
tention of the Pennsylvania railroad 
to reduce expenditures wherever 
possible. 

Intermingled with these develop- 
ments were the conflicting views of 
employers and employees, which 
brought the whole industrial situa- 
tion in higher relief and gave addi- 
tional emphasis to the demobiliza- 
tion of labor at centers where ex- 
traordinary activity prevailed during 
the war. 

According to bankers, the appoint- 
ment of new director general of 
railroads has effected no change in 
the position of the railroads. De- 
pletion of the government’s “revolv- 
ing fund” is said to have placed 
some of the smaller roads requiring 
new equipment and repairs in a 
critical situation. 

More hopeful conditions prevailed 
in the money market, a slight easing 
of time funds resulting from the 
offerings of interior banks, but the 
treasury department continued to 
issue warnings against the use of 
money for other than constructive 
purposes and a further scaling down 
of brokers’ loans is probable, 

Obviously, the domestic monetary 
situation for the next three months 
will be almost wholly regulated by 
the desires or requirements of the 
home government in connection with 
the “Victory loan” to be issued in 
the gecond quarter of the year. 
Meantime, there are prospects of 
more railroad financing, but so far 
no confirmation is obtainable con- 
cerning the report that England may 
soon offer a large note issue to 
American investors. 


Lower Cotton Goods 
Prices Had Bearish 
Effect on Cotton 


New Orleans, January 19.—The 
downward movement in values con- 
tinued in cotton last week; aggres- 
sive selling for short accounts and 
continued liquidaticn of the long in- 
terest furnishing the pressure. At 
the close of the week those traders 
who were friendly to the market 
claimed that it was in a healthy 
technica] position as the result of 
the prolonged selling. ~»° 

The net change for the week was 
a decline of 103 to 140 points. Low- 
est levels were reached at the mid- 
die of the week when the trading 
months showed net losses of 153 to 
204 points. In the spot department 
prices Jost 125-points, middling clos- 
ing at 28.75 as against the closing 
price on March of 25.00. 

One of the most important influ- 
ences against the market was the 
reduction in prices of nearly all 
lines of cotton goods. This served 
to stimulate bearish’ gsentiment. 
With values were the continuea 
firmness of spot holders, the weak- 
ness of ocean freight rates and in- 
creased complaint of backward new 
crop preparations as the result of 
unfavorable weather generally in 
the cotton region. 

This week the market will prob- 
ably take more interest in inter- 
national politics as the result of the 
opening of the peace’ conference, 
and from this direction may come 
some of the most important factors 
in the trading. Aside from this, the 
market is bound to be influence‘, 
to some extent at least, by the new 
quotations which seem probable in 
ocean freights.. The dry goods mar- 
ket will be closely watched. and in 
the other direction, so will accounta 
from the cotton belt, both in re- 
gard to old crop holding and to 
plans for the new crop 

On Thursday the last ‘of the regu- 
lar semi-monthly ginning reports of 
the season will be issued by the 
census bureau, carrying the crop 
down to January 15, and this can 
hardly fail to be an important doc- 
ument. Bearish interests appear 
confident that it will favor them It 
will be generally employed to check 
up the government’s estimate of 
, crop this last season, state by 
state.

Tibbets, also of Salt Lake City, who 
is wor with Mrs. Shepard in 
the interests of the National Reform 
association, of Pittsburg, Pa. At the 
same time an answer to attacks on 
Mormonism was being made in the 
local Mormon ‘church. 

Characterizing the Mormon chyrch 
as an octopus, whose tentacl of 
wealth, political influence and social 
subtlety, are being pushed into the 
various institutions and homes of 
America, threatening the very ex- 
istence of democracy, Mrs. Shepard 
spoke with earnestness and convic- 
tion. She sought to picture to the 
people who heard her the da «vers 
that threaten America through the 
machinations of a rich and powerful 
organization, whose aspirations, she 
declared, are primarily to gain po- 
litical control of America, and later 
the world, making the entire popula- 
tion of the earth subject to the 
teaching -of polygamy. 

Mrs. Shepard declared the Mor- 
mon chureh is in control of the 
political destiny of eleven of the 
western states, and said that this 
religious body would name the next 
president of the United States. The 
southern states, with those of the 
west, carry the balance of power for 
the democratic party, she declared, 
the same being true of republicanism 
in the eastern states. If the west- 
ern states which are now controlled 
by the Mormons are thrown to the 
solid south, the democrats will win, 
she asserts, and if these states of 
the west are thrown.to the republic- 
ans, they will name the president. 
If the republicans name the next 
president, Reed Smoot, senator from 
Utah, will be the next vice presi- 
dent,” said the speaker. 

Mrs, Shepard, who has long been 
prominent as a speaker for prohibi- 
tion, said that the Mormons had pre- 
vented the success of temperance 
legislation in Utah for several years, 
and would not have allowed it to 
hecome effective finally but for the 
fact that a threat was made to ex- 
pose Mormonism in case the people’s 
will was further opposed. 

She said there would be several 
meetings in the city devoted to men 
only and to women only, in which 
she and Dr. Tibbets would go deeply 


/and in detail into the secrets of the 


teaching and practice of the Mormon 
church. The campaign will be con- 
ducted in the prominent churches of 
the city. 


ATTACKS ANSWERED 
BY MORMON LEADER 


“The charge that the Mormon 
church is ‘teaching polygamy and 
perhaps practicing it tn Georgia “is 
a deliberate and maticious false- 
hood,” déclared Eilaer Charles A, 
Callis, president of the Southern 
States mission, in the course of a 
sermon delivered in the church on 
Woodward avenue last night. 

The annual conference of the 
traveling ministry ane members of 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter 
Day Saints (Mormons), of the Geor- 
gia district, was in session during 
the day and continues today. Elder 
Callis, whose headquarters are in 
Chattanooga, is the principal speak- 
er at the conference, delivering 
three addresses Sunday. 

“It is likewise false,” continued 

the speaker, “that the keystone of 
the Mormon church is polygamy. 
The preacher who boastfully pro- 
claims that he has come to Atlanta 
to make war on the Mormon church 
should cherish this commandment 
of the Lord ‘Thou shalt not bear 
false witness against thy neighbor.’ 
“The fundamental principles of 
the Christian churcn as set up by 
Christ and which are clearly defined 
in Holy Writ are the basic princi- 
ples of Mormonism. We deny the 
right, and we regard it as un-Chris- 
tianlike and intolerant for a pro- 
fessed Christian minister to wage a 
war of persecution on the Mormon 
church or any other church, and to 
make evil out of its good,’ said 
Bider Callis. 
“The last official utterance of the 
late President Joseph F. Smith, de- 
livered in the great Salt Lake Tab- 
ernacle before ten thousand people, 
is as follows: 

‘**T want to say to this congregation and 
to the world that never at any time since 
my presidency of the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter Day Saints have I _ authorized 
any man to perform plural marriage, and 
never since my presidency of the church has 
any plural marriage been performed with 
my sanction or knowledge, or with the con- 
sent of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter 
Day Saints; and, therefore, such unions as 
have been formed unlawfully, contrary to 
the order of the church, are null and void 
in the sight of God, and are not mar- 
riages.’ ’’ 


PUBLICITY DISCUSSED 
BY CORRESPONDENTS 


Paris, January 19.— Representa- 
tives of the American and British 
press today in the chamber of depu- 
ties met the representatives of the 
syndicate of “the French democratic 
press,’’ which is composed mostly of 
socialists and other opposition news- 
papers. The French newspaper men 
thanked the American journalists 
for their attitude on the question of 
publicity at the proceedings of the 
peace conference, and declared that 
the regulations of the conference as 
published were unacceptable to 
them. 

The French journalists also said 
they favored complete abolition of 
the censorship for France as well as 
for the United States and Great 
Britain, and freedom to confer with 
the delegates to the peace confer- 
ence, and also that they desired open 
sessions of the conference and the 
admission of at least one representa- 
tive for each newspaper. 

An effort will be made to call a 
fuller conference of the representa- 
tives of the press of all nations. The 
socialist newspaper men today dis- 
avowed the expressions of the other 
French journalists against open ses- 
sions of the conference. They said 
they were not present at the pre- 
vious conference of the journalists, 
because they had not been invited 
or informed that such a meeting was 
to be held. 


SIX PERSONS PERISH 
IN PHILADELPHIA FIRE 


Philadelphia, Jampary 19.—Six per- 
sons were burned to death and two 
others probably fatally injured to- 
night in a fire that destroyed the 
home of Nicola Napolitano in the 
southern section of the city. Three 
of the victims were children of Na- 
politano and the others were Pat- 
rick Martinelli and his wife and 
child, who occupied an upper floor. 
Napolitano’s other two children were 
badly burned. 

The fire started during the ab- 
sence of Napolitanoe and his wife 
and is believed to have been due to 
an exploding oil stove.

(Churches Are Liable, 


Says Court, in Event 
Of Malicious Charges 


That a church cannot attack a 
man’s character any more than an- 
other person can, and escape the 
penalty of the law, was a point made 
in a decision handed down by the 
court of appeals last week. The 
question involved was the manner of 
“turning a man out of the church.” 

When W. H. Swafford was dis- 
misseq from the Primitive Baptist 
church at Cold Springs, Ga., accord- 
‘ing to his claim without any notice 
-or without eg given an opportu- 
nity to defend himself, he sued those 
he deemed responsible, in the Doug- 
las county superior court, for $10,000 
damages to his reputation and 
standing in the community. A de- 
murrer was filed by the defendants, 
claiming that the court had no ju- 
risdiction in the matter. since the 
action was taken by a church body 
and tribunal. The court of appeals 
did not sustain the demurrer, upon 
the ground that the charges were 
not justly preferred. 

*s Opinion. 

The opinion states: the law recognizes 
the necessity and propriety of an investiga- 
tion by a church of alleged miscondu 
the part of its mem and charges which 
may be preferred either ‘orally or in writing 
in the bona fide discharge of such a duty 
are to be taken as privileged communica- 
tions and will be thus accounted when 
made in good faith, even though they should 
be in fact entirely erroneous. 

‘But if such charges are actually known 
to be false at the time they are entered 
and are maliciously and wilfully made with 
purpose and intent of injury it cannot be 
regarded as privileged and the occasion and 
circumstances of their making will afford 
no protection.’’ 

he petitioner alleges he had been 
a member in good standing of the 
Cold Springs Primitive Baptist 
church, and that on Saturday before 
the first Sunday in April, 1917, reg- 
ular day for preaching, Rev. Thomas 
Carnes called the church congrega- 
tion, without ‘previous notice to the 
man who was to be attacked, and in 
the presence of his wife, children, 
friends and others, read the charge, 
containing the following: 
Charge of Church. 

“After a prem investigation of the re- 

port, we, the undersigned Brethren of 
the Primitive Baptist church at Cold 
Springs, deem it our duty to present a 
charge against Brother W. H. Swafford for 
making what we consider a false affidavit 
to avoid paying the sum of $1.75, court costs 
in making an appeal in a law suit between 
him and J. T. Duncan from justice’s court 
to superior court. This being what is usu- 
ally termed a pauper oath. 

(Signed) “WW. BR. KEAT 

‘WILLIAM DANIBL, 
‘}>>. W. DANIEL.’ 

The paper claims that the minis- 
ter would’not permit any discussion 
of the matter, but announced that 
the petitioner would .be excluded 
from the church, and likewise any 
member who voted to retain him. 
There were 6 votes in favor of 
Swafford and 28 against. 

The suit was entered on. the 
ground that the charge was know- 
ingly and maliciously false, and in- 
jured the reputation, standing, etc., 
of the petitioner. The defense set 
forth in a demurrer that the court 
was without jurisdiction of cause, 
since the matter was one growing 
out of the deliberations of a church 
body and tribunal, and no issue was 
involved. It is this claim which was 
denied by the state court. 


Riot OF WAY GIVEN 
0 MONEY MEASURES 


Washington, January 19.—In an 
effort to clear the calendar of im- 
portant legislation before the ses- 
sion ends March 4, both the senate 
and house will give general right of 
way this week to appropriation bills. 
At the same time committees will 
be engaged on general supply meas- 
ures, and in special hearings and 
investigations. 

The senate expects to pass to- 
morrow the administration meas- 
ure appropriating $100,000,000 re- 
quested by President Wilson for 
famine relief in Europe, while the 
house, after passage of the execu- 
tive appropriation bill—the fourth 
of the sixteen regular  sup- 
ply measures—plans to begin work 
on the annual diplomatic and con- 
sular bill. With the $100,000,000 
food relief fund sent to President 
Wilson, the senate may take up leg- 
islation validating informal war con- 
tracts. A especial meeting of the 
military committee has been called 
for tomorrow to finally report on 
the house bill or a substitute. 

House committees will work this 
week on the army, navy, agricul- 
ture, Indian and other appropria- 
tion measures which are nearing 
completion, while the house naval 
committee will meet Thursday to 
pass on the naval building pro- 
gram. 

Final action may come this week 
on the long-delayed war revenue 
bill. The conferees, with but few 
important questions remaining open, 
resume work tomorrow on the 1918 
war profits tax rates and hope for 
complete agreement on the bill by 
Saturday. 

Investigations of German propa- 
ganda and the national security 
league will continue tomorrow, as 
will hearings on the railroad situa- 
tion and the bill to regulate the 
meat industry. 

Debate on the Russian situation 
and general peace questions is ex- 
pected to be resumed in the senate 
tomorrow or Tuesday in connection 
with the resolution of Senator John- 
son, of California, republican, de- 
manding withdrawal’ of American 
troops from Russia. 


We Believe That Cotton Is 
Selling Much Lower Than 
Its Value. 


(From The Manufacturers’ Record.) 

We have had four short crops in 
succession, and now the world’s sup- 
ply of cotton and cotton goods is ab- 
normally low as compared with the 
world’s actual need. It should be 
possible to market the balance of 
this season’s crop at full prices and 
to find an eager market at good 
prices for a very big crop next 
fall, if the south should be able to 
plant and pick a full yield. 


More than sixteen municipal] tram- 
way undertakings throughout the 
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London, January 9.—Thousands of 
refugees from Armenia and eastern 
Syria were sheltered and fed by the 
British army in Mesopotamia during 
the war, the work being of such a 
character that it has been made the 
subject of a special report. 

The statement issued here today, 
follows: 

“The future destiny of Armenian 
and Eastern Syrian peoples who 
have taken refuge with the British 
in Mesopotamia is one of the prob- 
lems which the peace congress must 


consider. At present in the Brit- 
ish refugee camp at Baqubas, 33 
miles from Bagdad, the British are 
providing for 45,000 people of both 
races. 

“The work of feeding, clothing 
and housing these refugees, when 
the British were still at grips with 
the Turks not many miles away, 
was a triumph of organization. The 
sudden influx of some 50,000 people 
into regions already devastated by 
the ravages of war created a situa- 
tion of utmost difficulty. The 
camp at Baqubas was hastily laid 
out, and in three weeks the refu- 
gees were taken in at a rate of 1,000 
per day. Sickness was rife, and all 
the refugees were in an emaciated 
condition. 

“Providing clothing and food for 
these additional members, when sv 
much transport was needed for op- 
erations along the Tigris river, was 
a marvelous achievement. Today 
the camp is organized as wehckaamie 
as many western towns. The wa- 
ter supply and sanitation are per- 
fect, and three hospitals, all mod- 
ernly equipped to meet medical re- 
quirements, are in operation. Near- 
ly 1,000 orphans have been pro- 
vided for and the whole population 
of the camp is beginning to recover 
from the horrors of their exodus 
from their native lands. 

“To return them to the same state 
of insecurity in which they lived so 
long would be an _ international 
crime against the sepeople. 

“An important new irrigation 
project was opened on January 0 
at Mansureyah, on the Dialea river, 
some 70 miles ‘northeast of Bagdad. 
Six months ago the British irrigation 
department commenced widening 
the channel of the river there. 

“The new canal is six miles long 
and with further work on it, water 
can be supplied for the irrigation 
of 300,000 acres and render cultiva- 
tion possible as far as the neighbor- 
hood of Bagdad. 

“The opening ceremony was car- 
ried out in the presence of many 
Arab landowners who hailed the 
completion of the work as striking 
evidence of the good intentions of 
the British. The increase in wealth 
to the land thus irrigated will cer- 
tainly be considerable and the in- 
creased production of food will be 
of great importance.”

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ON PRIVATE ENTERPRISE 


London, January 19.—The Sunday 
Observer in an article on the future 
mercantile marine says: 

“The fact that the miracle of a 
merchant navy in the war was 
wrought under government control 


has led certain persons to insist that. 
this control should be continued and 
extended until at least it would b 
converted into the complete na- 
tionalization of the shipping eg 
try. That, we are persuaded, is a 
false policy. 

“The whole history-of sea-going, 
from the Phoenician traders to now, 
is the history of private enterprise, 
the history of great risks taken for 
great rewards. Government aid in 
the shape of sulgidies has nowhere 
succeeded in building a mercantile 
marine on sound lines, where there 
has not been a national bent towards 
martime enterprise. 

“None of the arguments, what- 
ever weight we attach to them, in 
favor of the nationalization of rail- 
Ways or mines, is really applicable 
to shipping. 

“Freedom of the seas implies that 
individuals or a body of individuals 
who can acquire hulls and engines 
and find men to work for them 
should be as free to use the seas as 
governments or nations, always pro- 
vided that the equal rights of others 
are not interfered with. The freer 
the use, the better for the nations. 

“So, we may welcome the news 
that restrictions on production and 
the working of merchant shipping 
are to be removed soon and as far 
as possible and that private enter- 
prise shall be allowed to reassert 
itself in the task of bringing food 
and the raw materials of industry 
to the country in the largest quan- 
tities obtainable.” 

Regarding American competition, 
the article says: 

“We see no reason either for im- 
patience or alarm. The shipping 
trade will follow in the future the 
laws it has followed in the past. The 
United States is not a new competi- 
tor, and now we can find no reason 
whatever for serious fear that Amer- 
“ica will annoy another competitor. 

“With the elimination, for years 
to come at any rate, of the mer- 
ecantile marines of Germany and 
Austria, and the immense prospect 
of new trade opened up by the de- 
livery of Palestine, Syvria and Meso- 
potamia from the Turk, with East 
and Central Africa in a state of 
stable peace and ripe for develop- 
ment, the world can absorb as much 
tonnage as Great Brjtain and Amer- 
ica can put out the work between 
them. 

“That there may be something of 
a war of freights is probable, but 
in the long run we may rest confi- 
dent that a nation with centuries 
of maritime éxperience behind it can 
very well afford a generous wel- 
come to a kindred nation which has 
proper claim to a greater share in 
the benefits of sea trade than it se- 
cured during the last generation
